be conducting a 
number of surveys and studies for the next year to 
find out what resirlents want and need. 

“It’s just seniors - of course there are a numln'r 
of things that pop up, u.sually around access and 
mobility," he .said, noting that street corners and 
pavement can often cause mobility issues for those 
using wheelchairs or walkers.

Maintenance workers help at flooded Canmore hospital

Though Didsbury was 
fortunate enough to 
avoid Mother Nature’s 
recent outpouring of 
wrath, two residents 
recently witnessed some 


of the flooding troubles 
first-hand. 

Charles Cox, a main¬ 
tenance worker for the 
Didsbury Hospital and 
Gary Sandy, the mainte¬ 
nance supervisor, were 
called out by Alberta 
Health Services (AHS) 


late Thursday evening, 
June 27, to help out with 
flooding at the hospital 
in Canmore. 

Though Sandy is cur¬ 
rently out of town, Cox 
was able to comment 
and explain what they 
did while there. 


“The guy above our 
immediate supervi¬ 
sor called and asked 
(Sandy) to go, and 1 
decided to go with him, 
mostly because of the 
helicopter ride, which 
didn’t happen,” said Cox, 
noting that they were 
supposed to fly into the 
town but ended up being 
able to drive. 

The basement of the 
hospital had flooded 
with a few inches of 
water and needed to be 
cleared out, so Cox and 
Sandy were called in to 
help relieve the regular 
maintenance staff, he 
noted. 

’The ride out there was 
nerve-racking, as the 
pair drove there after 
dark, and the roads 
themselves were cov¬ 
ered with the occasional 
stream of water and tree 


limb. 

“It was raining so 
hard and pitch dark we 
couldn’t -see a whole lot 
of the eastbound lane, 
which was being wfished 
away. But the west¬ 
bound lane was cov¬ 
ered in water in several 
spots, so we had a few 
moments of exc itement 
there,” he said. 

“And a moment of 
excitement when all of 
a sudden there was an 
18-wheeler coming at us 
on our side of the road, 
because we didn’t real¬ 
ize the eastbound lane 
was closed. That gave 
us a bit of a start,” he 
laughc'd. 

They arrived in 
Canmore at 2 a.m. Friday 
and assessed the situa¬ 
tion as best they could, 
he noted. 

Sandy figured out they 


could lower the water 
level by sweeping the 
water into the eleva¬ 
tor shaft, and then use 
the shaft as a sump pit 
and pump the water out 
from there, he .said. 

“So we started doing 
that and actually... 
there were five extra 
guys there altogether, 
so we started sweeping 
water and pumping it, 
and shoring up the little 
dams that they had put 
in front of the basement 
doors to try and keep 
it out. 

“It wasn’t like we were 
able to empty it or any¬ 
thing - it was still run¬ 
ning in. We gained on 
it for a while and then 
after several hours it 
started gaining on us." 

It turns out the 
Canmore Fire 

Deptartment had built 
some berms out of 
water-filled plastic tubes 
around the hospital, but 
they didn’t hold. 

“"They had a pump 
going, trying to drop the 
level at the back of the 
hospital, but the berms 
let go, so it wasn’t doing 
anything good, that’s 
why we were just try¬ 
ing to control the level 
inside,” he added. 

EJy Saturday morning, 
a local contractor had 
come out and was able 
to set up a berm with 
c*oncrete ‘Lego blocks’ 
and plastic to seal off 
the area, so Cox and 
Sandy headed back 
home Saturday at noon 
ondb they knew the hos¬ 
pital was secure, he said. 

The pair worked atK)ut 
:M) hours eac'h, and had 
a hotel room paid for 
by AHS for FYiday night. 
Luckily for Canmore res¬ 
idents, the water didn’t 
shut down the boiler 
rcKcm, so the hospital 
was able to keep run¬ 
ning the whole time, he 
notcul.

Arthur “Art" Eastly, a 
novelist who lives and

The book, a westent 
that he likes to describe 
as historical fictit)n, won 
Eastly a silver medal for 
the Canada-West - Best 
Regional Fiction dhision 
of the 201:) lndefH*ndenl 
Publishers Book 
Awards, which received 
over 5,2(K) entrit*s. 

The story, set in the 
early 1800s, follows a 
young man who starts 
working for the Hudson’s 
Bay Company and jour¬ 
neys across Western 
Canada before it was 
even Canada, he said. 

He wrote the book 
because it’s a subject 
he’s always been inter- 
e.sted in, as both sets of 
his grandparents came 
to Canada in 1901. He 
grew up hearing stories 
of the buffalo and life on 
the prairies In'fore mod¬ 
em times. 

“I grew up listening 
to all kinds of stories - 
that’s what they talked 
about,” said Eastly. 

“I heard stories about 
the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, too. A lot of 
this -Story was stuff I was 
carrying around in my 
head." 

W'hen he was growing 
up, he said i)eople would 
conte to visit and every¬ 
body would gather in the 
living room and talk with 
each other. 

“I’ve got a head full 
of things I heard from 
people when I was grow¬ 
ing up .. Wlien a group of 
people got together, tht*y 
talked. Wht*n you were 
a kid you’d hear them 
talking about .stuff and 
you learned a lot when 
you listened to them,” lu* 
noted. 

Many piuls of the .story 
were actually recollecl- 
(*d from his childhood 
memories and put into 
tin* book, somelinu's 
without his know ing.

“My grandfather was 
using his wagon for 
freight lumber and all 
that. He was coming 
home in a snowslonn in 
the fall when an early 
blizzard hit," he said. 

“He found a Cree 
Indian lady and her 
daughter. They were 
travelling in a team and 
had gotten lost, so he 
kept them overnight, 
went back in the morn¬ 
ing, and repaired their 
wagon.”

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Amazing race for Innisfail’s extraordinary Pierre Cadieux

Aft or watching the American television reality 
show The Amazitig Race for 22 sr'asons, Innisfail’s 
Iherre Cadieux is finally n'alizing a dream come 
true for himself and Irest friend - Airdrie’s Jamie 
Cumbt'rland. 

For years they wanted to 1 h' contestants t)n the 
ILS. show but were told they had to be American 
citizens or residents. And then one day Cumberland 
heard the news that Canada was making its own dis¬ 
tinctly Canadian version. 

“Jamie saw a CTV commercial one night and 
phoned me instantly and said, ‘You won’t believe 
what is coming to Canada. The race is coming. We 
have to apply’,” said Cadieux. 

And that they did, and the pair are now one of nine 
teams competing for $25(),(K)0 in prize money for this 
year's Amazing Rare Canada. The l()-episo<le show 
bt'gan Monday, July 15 on CTV. 

Cadieux, JS, said he and Jamie applied with a firm 
conviction they had to be distinct from the rest of 
the contestants. Both men art* gay, having met 15 
years ago through an Alberta Rockies (lay Rodeo 
AssiKiation fundraising dance. 

“We’ve seen different personalities make the show. 
Our opinion was, ‘Where elst> do you find a couple 
of gay cowlH)ys‘.’’ We can openly come out of the 
closet and say, ‘1 like country and western lifestyle 
and 1 am also gay. They’ve had cowboys but not gay 
cowboys,” .said Cadieux, emphasizing that while he 
and Cumberland, who grew up in Red DtH'r, are best 
friends and partners on the show they are not life 
partners. 

“At the end of the day we wanted to tell our story. 
1 think the public perceives a cowboy stereotyi)ically 
as somebody who is hard as nails and goes out every 
day and ropes calves, does all the things a cowboy 
does. Part of him also wears his heart on a sleeve. 

“1 think it is important that we push the barrier 
just a little bit, and say, “they are that and there is so 
much more,” added Cadieux, who did all the filming 
for the show with Cumberland throughout the ntonth 
of May. “Just because you are a cowboy doe.sn’t 


mean that you can’t be gay and have feelings.” 

Cadieux can’t speak about where the show was 
filmed or who ultimately won but he is more than 
willing to say the entire process was extraordinary. 

“This experience was the most rewarding yet 
challenging, yet incredible, yet amazing all wrapped 
up in one incredible package,” said Cadieux. “This 
show catches you with some really big highs. Some 
days things go your way, and t'verything is great, and 
some days things just don’t go your way and catches 
you at a very low point where you are vulnerable, 
exhausted and you are tired - all tho.se things. 

“I’m not going to give any more away other than 
the ride was one that was rocky at times,” he addt-d. 
“But like the sport of rcxleo there are good days and 
there were bad days, and on the bad days you just 
pick yourself up and get back on the horse.” 

While Cadieux adores the cowboy and western life¬ 
style he loves Innisfail even more. He came to area 
in 2007 with his life partner Dwayne Sparks. They 
were living happily near (Jleniffer Lake with their 


two tetmage boys, Wyatt and John, until 2010 when 
Dwayne tragically passed away from a heart illness, 
(^adieux, who is an executive with ATB Financial 
corporate head office, then moved to Innisfail with 
his two beloved boys. 

“This community has been awesome. 1 have never 
had a problem. 1 have never encountered one single 
instance where 1 felt anything negative towards me 
because 1 am a gay man,” said Cadieux. “Innisfail has 
been a wonderful home to raise our children.” 

And he hopes with all his heart that his perfor¬ 
mance on Amazing Race Canada - win or lose - will 
make Innisfail and all of Central Alberta proud. 

“1 hope everyone ei\joys the experience and goes 
through the journey with me on television. That’s 
what these reality shows do,” said Cadieux. “1 really 
hope that my kids, fanuly members and anybody 
who knows me in town or if they don’t knt)w me, 
will eryoy the little bit of comic relief, the humour, 
the fun, the Canadianism that was what this show 
was all about.”
